All the 
Artillery defign’d for that Siege is already arriv’d 
inthe Town of Cazal, where is his Royal High- 
nefs. The Governour of the Caftle has a Garrifon 
of about 1000 ferviceable Men, having left in the 
Town 1500 fick or wounded. A Mayazire which 
the Enemy had hid in the Town has been diicover'd, 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 14. 
Letters trom Turin of. the 27th cf laft Month ad- 
vife, thar the Trenches were open’d before the Ca- 
ftle of Cazal (the 25:h fay Letters from the Hague) 
with the Lofs of 150 Men, and that the Works were 
carried on with all the Expedicion that the bad 
Weather will permit: They add, that the Duke 
of Savoy will not return to Turin before he has 
made trimfelf Maftet of the faid Caftle of Cazal ; 
and that Prirce Eugene was gone to the Oglio, to 


regulate the Winter-Quarrers of the Heffian Troops 


and others ; and to difpofe them in fuch a manner, 
that they may fubfift themfelves in rhe Enemy's 
Country, ftreighten Cremona, and hinder the Count 
de Medavi's taking the Ficld. 
They write from Milan the 28th, that Prince Eu- 
gene was expected there ; and that they had re- 
ceiv’d a Confirmation of the Reduction of the Town 
of Modena, but not of the Caftle which holds out 
ftill. They add, that the Soldiers of the Garrifon 
of the Caftle of Milan continue to defert in great 
Number ; and thar 104 of them, Precch and Spani- 
ards, came over in ane Day. : |
